Mr. Bernard M. Baruch is always 
listened to with respect When he dis­ 
cusses the subjects of Which he is a 
past master. It is interesting to find 
him declaring confidently that the 
worst of the present crisis has passed, 
and that common senses industry and 
economy can now bet counted on to 
bring us safely through if they are ap­ 
plied and practiced as they should be. 
It is equally interesting to observe the 
emphasis which he lays upon the nec­ 
essity of international 
cooperation; 
and it is characteristic of him that he 
i 
• 
is more specific than most of the oth­ 
ers who have dwelt upon the impor­ 
tance of Europe’s rehabilitation as an 
essential step towards norma] econom­ 
ic stability in this country and that he 
suggests definite steps for hastening 
Europe’s 
rehabilitation 
as much as 
possible. 
Thus Mr. Baruch thinks that the 
subject of German indemnities has a 
direct bearing upon our present prob­ 
lems and should have an important 
place in our considerations. Germany’s 
restoration to a full productive basis 
is necessary, he holds, for European 
recovery. The subject of reparations 
must be considered from a more lib­ 
eral standpoint 
The determining 
thought must be not how much can be 
squeezed out of Germany but how 
much must be left her in order to en­ 
able her to restore herself to economic 
health. 
This is not an original conception 
on the part of Mr. Baruch. It is as old 
as the Peace Conference itself. It was 
the view' of the American delegation 
at Paris. But the question did not in­ 
terest the American people greatly at 
that time.
